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This application should be refused for the reason 
mentioned below. If the applicant has any argument against 
the reason, such argument should be submitted within 6 0 
days from the dispatch date of this notification. 

Reasons 

[Reason 1] 

The inventions in the claims mentioned below of the 
subject application should not be granted a patent under 
Patent Law Section 29(2) since they are identical with the 
invention described in the specification or drawings 
originally attached to the request of the application for 
patent mentioned below, which was filed prior to the filing 
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date of the subject application and was published or laid- 
open after the filing of the subject application, the 
inventor of the subject application is not identical with 
the inventor who has made the above-mentioned invention 
pertaining to the application for patent filed prior to the 
subject application, and the applicant of the subject 
application is also not identical with the applicant of the 
above-mentioned application for patent at the time of 
filing of the subject application.

[With regard to the inventions in claims 1-3, 10-15; 
precedent application 1] 
(Remarks) 

Please refer to the image display device described 
in the embodiment of the invention in the specification of 
precedent application 1. In the aforesaid image display- 
device, the memory control circuit (the signal holding 
section 2) samples and holds a signal voltage in a state in 
which application of a bias voltage to each of the drive 
elements is prohibited (connection is shut off) by the TFT 
54 and the switch means 3 . 

In addition, since "even if the TFT 51 is turned off, 
the signal is held at a holding capacitor 53" in paragraph 
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number [0047], there is no difference between the precedent 
application and the present invention in that the memory 
control circuit is in a floating operation state where it 
holds the signal in a state in which it is electrically 
insulated from the signal line and the driving element 
during the period from a time after the TFT 51 is turned 
off to a time when the TFT 54 is turned on. 

In addition, there is no difference between them in 
that the supply of electrical power from a common power 
supply to the driving element is prohibited until TFT 59 is 
finally turned on. 

Incidentally, as for claims 13 and 14, appropriately 
changing an n- type TFT for control to a p- type one or vice 
versa is design change that can be made by a person skilled 
in the art without the necessity of any particular 
originality; therefore, this respect does not establish an 
essential difference. In addition, since changing the type 
of TFT automatically determines the high-low-relationship 
of the control signal, also this respect does not establish 
an essential difference. 

[Reason 2] 

The inventions in the claims mentioned below of the 
subject application should not be granted a patent under 
Patent Law Section 29(1) -3 since they are the inventions 
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described in the following publications distributed in 
Japan or foreign countries prior to the filing of the 
subject application or the inventions that are available by 
public through an electrical communication line. In 
addition, the inventions in the claims mentioned below of 
the subject application should not be granted a patent 
under Patent Law Section 29(2) since they could have easily 
been made prior to the filing of the subject application by 
persons who have common knowledge in the technical field to 
which the inventions pertain, on the basis of the 
inventions described in the publications mentioned below 
which were distributed in Japan or foreign countries prior 
to the filing of the subject application.

(Remarks ) 

As described in each of the cited documents 3 and 4, 
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it is a well-known technique or such a thing that in the 
organic LED image display device power supply to the 
driving element is stopped by changing the voltage of a 
common electric source or by maintaining the potential of 
the common electrode at the grounding potential during the 
period of sampling.
